b i r t h d a v # 

Howard D. f 

Gibbs left the • . „ 

world in which 
he devoted Ills 
life to the ser¬ 
ving of one 

god. The god . / j 

was the old 
Roman goddess s i* 
called Haas Schulmnit 
“Moneta”, and he served her 
well. This is not to say that 
Howard was not a good citizen. 
He devoted the days of the war 
to assisting the government ot 
his state of Pennsylvania when¬ 
ever it was required. 

He arbitrated in many dif¬ 
ferences in the precarious peace 
between management and labor 
in the coal industry. He was ac¬ 
tive in ihe truckers’ union, he 
supported his political party, ho 
was always readv to he called 
upon. 

He raised a large farnilv and 
ended with 29 grandchildren 
whom he adored. 

Most of his non-numismatic 
lue was lived during the 
daylight hours, or if necessary 
’till 11 o’clock at night. And 
from then ’till four or rive in 
the morning the hours were his. 
and he shared them only with 
‘•Moneta.” Noli u a c : >• equal 
the importance in Howard’s life 
of his coins or coirs jn general 

He adored his wke -Helen, who 
deserved to be adnlived because 
her devotion to him was 
unlimited, and he loved his chil¬ 
dren, all four of them: Florence, 
Howard Jr., Doreen and Connie! 
But his life was numismatics! 

Howard si^kd at the age of 
seven to cpileej coins and he 
never stopped until two weeks 
before he died. 


He became the world 
authority on primitive and odd 
and curious money, and his col¬ 
lection is the largest and most 
extensive in the world. 

He obtained most of his 
primitive money by correspond¬ 
ing with missionaries and mu¬ 
seums, and in his later life be 
went to meet his contacts per¬ 
sonally. 

In coins he had three other 
strong selections: Copper coins 
of the world was one and he. 
succeeded in obtaining the 
largest collection ever assem¬ 
bled, greater than Neumann ever 
had and incorporating Eklund’s 
collection. Howard sold his cop¬ 
per “world” over a period of 
many years through auctions 
and direct sales. 

His other special interest was 
in siege, necessity and coun- 
terslamped coins which in chided 
the West Ladies; this collection 
was sold in auctions in Amster¬ 
dam and Munich (Jacques 
Schulman and Gerhard Hirsc-b). 

His counter-stamped pieces, 
especially ike West Indies, were 
sold by me in 1066. 

The third coin specialty was 
taler? of the world, particularly 
the Germanic world. He dispos¬ 
ed of most of these holdings in. 
a big series of Leu-Hess sales. 

But his primitive money was 
his love and no end were the 
stories he would tell about 
these. We tried to have him 
record those stories on a tape 
recorder, but Howard was 
a * ready too v >k to do this. 

So strong v . his fe< 
coins that in his last hours, 
being in a coma, he asked to 
pick up some gold coins from 
his bed. and also to get the 
coins together which had fallen 
on the floor — in his sub- 
consciousness the coins v/ere 
still there under the guidance of 
goddess “Moneta.” 

Howard Gibbs was a steady 


visitor at conventions and auc¬ 
tions. He competed with the big¬ 
gest names among collectors 
like E.C.C. Boyd and T. James 
Clark, with dealers like B. G. 
Johnson and Wayte Raymond. 
Most European auctions receiv¬ 
ed bid sheets, written in his 
clear fast handwriting. 

In general knowledge, Howard 
was one of the greatest, 
numismatists who ever lived. 
Pittsburgh became a big 
numismatic town because ox his, 
presence. 

He founded a coin club, and in 
later life had a small group of 
intimate col lators around him. 
the Sphinx group. 'They~ planned 
a birthday celebration for him 
at his home in the roern where 
he was lying in bed for so many 
months, but, alas, he died that 
very day. 

He traveled a lot all over the 
world and met almost all the 
people he once dealt with. He 
made many friends and listening 
to him could enrich one’s 
knowledge. 

Many a coin was purchased 
by him j-i duplicate, so he 
became a gentleman dealer at 
the same time. He never sold a 
piece from his odd and curious 
collodion unless it was . a clear 
duplicate. 

Howard was a friend of my 
father, and on the many trips 
father made from Holland to the 
U.S.A. he always sold a few 
special coins to Howard. 

When I immigrated to these 
beautiful shores and proudly 
became an American citizen, 
Howard transferred Iris admira¬ 
tion for my father into a 
friendship for me. and so we 
stayed until the very last day. 

1 saw him off on hi? last trip 
and was there when we buried 
hifftvat St. Anne Cemetery in 
/Pittsburgh. 

. I could only ask “Moneta” to 
f tak £ good care of him in the 
i El/sian Fields.

Schulman Offered 


Collection, March 

The Waldorf Astoria Hotel in 
New York City was the site 
where, on March. 18th and 19th, 
the comprehensive Howard D. 
Gibbs collection of cut and 
eounterstamped, necessity and 
siege coins of the Americas 
were sold as aution. The auction 
was handled by Hans M. F. 
Schulman, the auctioneer being 
Donald D’Amato, and the cata¬ 
loguing having been personally 
handled by Howard Gibbs. 

Offered from this compre- 
hensive collection were some 2,- 
235 Jots, the coins originating 
from the various countries of 
Central and South America, the 
West Indies and island areas, 
and Mexico. The well detailed 
catalog of the sale numbered 
140 pages, of which 44 were 
devoted to plates illustrating

the offerings. 

The catalog introduction car¬ 
ries the statement; “A careful 
perusal of this catalogue will 
show, I believe, that no collec¬ 
tion as complete and containing 
so many unique and rare pieces 
has ever been offered to the col¬ 
lecting public before.” To these 
.words by cataloger Gibbs, many 
would add the words that prob¬ 
ably never again would such a 
comprehensive offering be 
made. 

Gibbs, who traces his collect¬ 
ing desires to the receipt of a 
handful bf foreign coins on his 
, seventh birthday in 1902, was 
early attracted to counter- 
stamped coins. As time went on 
they began to intrigue him more 
and more, and for the past fifty 
years he has devoted his collect¬ 


ing energies to this interesting 

series. 

In Gibbs words; “I soon real¬ 
ized that they did have a spe¬ 
cial appeal because each and 
every one had a story behind 
them.” Finally, in 1951, despite 
his deep • interest, Gibbs began 
disposing of parts ”of his com¬ 
prehensive world collection of 
this ; material; holding the pres¬ 
ent American section for last.

Certainly there have been many more valuable col¬ 
lections . . . but it is doubtful if any collector has worked 
as hard and as long and has succeeded in obtaining as 
many different kinds of money as HOWARD D. GIBBS 
of Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania.

YEARS. Believing that other collectors should have some 
of the pleasure he has enjoyed in their possession, the 
owner will place on the market one entire country at a 
time . . . once that country is sold no further specimens 
will be collected but coins will be added to all remaining 
sections until they are sold. 

Cut and counterstamped coins, siege and necessity 
coins will not be offered until last. This section alone is 
the largest and most complete collection in any private 
hands. 

It is the owners hope that the odd and curious money 
will be kept intact and wil eventually be used as the basis 
for a national display. 

It has been the authors privilege to have been a corres¬ 
ponding friend of the owner of this collection and it is 
with great pleasure that he is able to make this announce¬ 
ment to the public.

Schulman Sale To Feature 
Howard D. Gibbs Collection 


For collectors of counterstamp- 
cd coins, the odd, the exotic, 
the circulated, cut coins of the 
Americas, the Howard D. Gibbs 
collection to be auctioned by 
Hans M. F. Schulman on March 
18 and 19 should find consider¬ 
able interest. 

Geographical limits are some¬ 
what difficult to establish, as 
coins originally struck in the 
Americas might have been coun- 
terstamped in Japan or else¬ 
where; coins of Japan might 
have been counterstamped in the 
Americas, so liberal territorial 
boundaries must be accepted. 

But from Agostura, Colombia, 
to Zamora, Mexico; from Prince 
Edward Island, Canada, to Tar- 
apaca, Chile, the collector of 
coins of the Americas will find 
coins to add to a set of place 
names, add new dimensions to 
a geographical collection, and 
discover a source of a wealth of 
history and economics. 

Prices for items in the sale 
range from an estimated $2,500 
for an eight - escudo gold coun-. 
terstamped coin of Colombia to 
a Culion Leper colony 20 centa¬ 
vo nickel coin of 1922, estimated 
at $10. 

Many islands, revolutionary un¬ 
its and “temporary nations” used 
the regular coinage of other na¬ 
tions for their own currency by 
the simple expediency of just re¬ 
stamping them. In some cases, 
the counterstamp was the mark 
of a new issuing authority; in 
others, a new denomination. 
When a counterstamp would not 
do the job, the coin might be cut 
in pieces or a central portion 
punched out. 

Gibbs explains in an introduc¬ 
tion to the sale that he started 
collecting at the age of seven; 
he sought counterstamped coins 
for 50 years, and states, “I be¬ 
lieve that no collection as com¬ 
plete and containing so many 
unique and rare pieces has ever 
been offered to the collecting 
public before.” 

Gibbs continues, “Now a word 
about condition. To those who 
want Uncirculated, well - struck 
or Proof coins, this series is not 
for you. By the very nature of 
conditions under which almost all 
these coins were issued such 
classification is impossible. 

“Coins struck under the most 
adverse conditions, often on or 
near the field of battle, often 
from silver platters, plates, 
spoons and very often with dies, 
prepared by blacksmiths or or¬ 
dinary artisans who were not
